Since tne disaster in April 
these two schools have been abandoned and 
itis the mingling of ofientals with the white 
children in closely crowded schoolroome that 
remain intact that caused a revival of the 
agitation in favor of not excluding the Japa- 
nese from the schools, but providing separate 
schools. 


Labor Unions to Blame. 

Outside of San Francisco no discrimination 
against oriental pupils ever has shown itself, 
nor has the system of separate schools for 
them been put into practice. In the city of 
Oakland, which has the best school system 
of any city in California, Japanese 20 years 
old are received in the primary grades with- 
out question, and a large proportion of for- 
eign students at the University of California 
are Japanese, who are received without tul- 
tion and who escape the required military 
dell. 

The whole attitude of the protest against 
the Japanese in California and other Pacific 
coast states has arisen from the results of 
complete unionization in all trades. Because 
the Japanese work on railroads and pick fruit 
for bess than the union wage the ery of coolle 
labor has been turned from the Chinese 
againat the Japanese. Throughout the in- 
terior valleys in California the Japanese 
practically have usurped the fruit picking 
field because they work cheaper and are more 
reliable than white labor. 

The murder of a Japanese bank president 
in San Francisco, which seems to have been 
taken as having a significant international 
bearing by the Japanese at home, was one 
incident of the general rule of crime and dis- 
order that has séized upon the ruined city. 
After the bank president was killed the 
thieves stole $4,000 from the vaults of his 
bank. 


BELLS STOP CHURCH SERVICES. 


Congregationalists at Braddock, Pa., 
May Cause Arrest of Polish Catho- 
lics Because of Noise. 


Braddock, Pa., Oct. 21.—{Special.]—With 
$5,000 worth of consecrated bells pealing and 
jangling right across the street, the Rev. 
John Kershaw, pastor of the Congregational- 
ist church, often ts unable to make his flock 
hear his sermon and is forced to suspend 
services. 

The bells belong to the Sacred Heart Polish 
Catholic church, the pride of the Poles in the 
Monongehela valley, for they are the most 
costly and loudest. In accordance with the 
Polish customs, the bells are rung before 
and after each mass.

ISSUE STIRS WHOLE NATION. 


Cabinet Determined to Stand or Fall 
on Associations Bill. 


MADRID, Oct. 21.~A note drawn up by 
Minister of Foreign Affairs Gullon, de- 
nouncing the concordat of 1851, and inviting 
the vatican to open negotiations for the con- 
clusion of a new concordat more in keeping 
with present ideas, will be presented to the 
vatican today. 

Government Backs New Bill. 

The government is absolutely determined 
that the associations bill be passed and fits 
provisions carried out. In case the bill is 
thrown out of the senate, which is not prob- 
able, the government will ask King Alfonso 
to dissolve parliament. ‘ 

It believes it will have the complete support 
of the country in such a step. 

The bill of associations was approved ina 
cabinet meeting lest Friday. An immense 
crowd awaited the appearance of the minis- 
ters after the meeting. 

Public exoitement is running high and such 
enthusiasm has not been brought out by any 
question since the Spanish~American war. 


Clergy Maintained by State. 

Under the concordat of 185] the clergy of 
the Roman Catholic church in Spain were 
to be maintained at the expense of the state. 
This system continued in effect, with ap- 
parently little agitation against it, until the 
break between the church and state in 
France. 

The divorce of church and state in France 
left Spain the only stronghold of the Catho- 
lic church In this part of Europe, and here 
the anti-vatican party has been more and 
more aggressive since King Alfonso assumed 
rule. 

The present government is determined to 
stand or fall on the associations bill. Un- 
lest there is a new concordat which will con- 
form more nearly to what the Spanien cabi- 
net regards as the present day ideals it is 
expected parliament will be dissolved.

TWO SIXES WIN BIG POT. 


„Stranger“ Rung In on Boy Thief on 
Whom Pittsburg Crooks Got Rich. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Oct. 21.—[Special.]—It was 
learned today that the exact amount of 
money stolen from the Union Trust company 
of Pitteburg by Receiving Teller Wray and 
Bookkeeper Hixton was $385,000. District 
Attorney Stewart has begun an investigation 
which threatens to land others in the same 
penitentiary to which Wray and Hixton were 
pent yesterday. Already several weill known 
gamblers and bucket shop keepers have left 
the city. 

It is known that nearly every crook and 
gambler in the olty got a bit of the immense 
sum of money stolen from the banking house 
of H. C. Frick and United States Senator 
Knox and that crooked games of every sort 
were framed for Wray and Hixton. In one 
game of poker in a downtown hotel, a game 
arranged specially for Wray’s benefit, the 
bank teller lost over $10,000. He lost $3,850 
in one deal, though he held the invincible 
poker hand—a royal flush. Affairs were so 
manipulated that a pair of sixes beat Wray. 


How the “Sure Thing” Worked. 


The royal flush hand play was as follows: 

Wray had the ace, king, jack, and ten of 
da mondo, with a black card whem he staid ”’ 
ina jackpot. The player to his left raised the 
pot hard before the draw and an immense 
amount of money was put in before cards 
were drawn. Wray discarded his black card 
and drew to his four diamonds, and, picking 
up his card, dealt by the one handling the 
pack, he found the queen of diamonds, giving 
him a royal flush.” 

The gambler who had raised the pot before 
the draw took mo cards and after Wray had 
bet heavily this man raised several thousand 
dollars. Wray, with his royal flueh,” called 
the bet for all the money he had with him, 
making $3,850 he had in this one pot, threw 
his hand down face up on the table and be- 
gan to rake in the thousands. 

The gambler who had not drawn cards 
reached over, turned Wray’s cards face down 
on the table, and spread them out, then called 
attention to the fact that one card was a 
“ stranger,” that the pattern on the back 
did not correspond with the other carda. 

This stranger was the queen of dia- 
monds, which had been dealt Wray, evidently 
from the top of another deck and it made his 
hand foul. All the money went to the other 
fellow, who had not drawn cards and wie 
showed a pair of sixes.

CLIMAX TO AN AFTERNOON 0 
BEER, CARDS, AND WHISKY. 


Number of Lads Spend Hours Drink- 
ing and Amusing Themselves, Then 
Get Out Revolvers to Clean Them— 
As Stanley Lesszcynski, 16 Years 
Ola, Is Playing with Weapon It Is 
Discharged, Bullet Striking Eddie 
Belanski, Aged 13. 


As a climax to an afternoon spent in” rush- 
ing the can,“ playing cards, and cleaning re- 
volvers, Stanley Lesacynaki, Id years old, 1128 
North Hoyne avenue, shot and instantly 
killed Eddie Betanski, 13 years old, 1132 
North Hoyne avenue, as he looked into the 
room where Leszcynski was testing the work- 
ing of his revolver after having ofled the 
The bullet struck Betaneki under 


instant death. 

According to stories told bx the boys pres- 
ent, Stanley Leszcynski and his brother, 
Jack, aged 10, Stanley, Eddie, and Willie 
Betanski; aged 15, 17, and 13 years respect- 
ively, and John Sikorska, assembied in the 
basement of the Lesecynski residence at 1128 
North Hoyne avenue shortly after dinner for 
the purpose of playing ‘cards. After playing 
cards for some time the boys. sent Stanley 
Leszcynski to Mike Wijtyla’s saloon, Seeley 
and Bremen: streets, for a can of beer. This 
was repeated four times during the afternoon 
and twice a half pint of whisky was added to 
the order. This continued until 4 o'clock, 
when the boys’ money gave out, and the 
card game came to an end. , 


Money Gone; Play with Weapons. 

At the conclusion of the card game, the boys 
assembled on the outside of the house, while 
Stanley Lesacynski and Willie Betanski re- 
mained in the room for the purpose of clean- 
ing their revolvers. Lesscynski failed to re- 
move one of the cartridges when he had fin- 
ished cleaning it and was testing its working. 
He pulled the trigger three times and each 
time the hammer struck an empty chamber. 
The fourth time it struck the cartridgeandas 
he snapped it the fourth time Eddie Betanski 
looked in at.the window. 

After the shooting Leszcynski threw the 
revolver away and went to the house of his

where he was arrested in the evening by De- 
tectives Cronin and Hennessey of the A ill 
street police’ station and Reed and Mi: of 
Assistant Chief Schuettlex's office. He was 
found concealed in a closet and Gus Arndt 
was placed under arrest, charged with con- 
cealing a fugitive.

Rapping Repeated — at Dr. Halls 
House in West Englewood, and 
Physician’s Son and Cousin Say 
They Caught Sight of Small, 
Dampy, Nimble Man at the Wis- 
dow, Who Fled and Readily Cleared 
High, Fence—Crowd Gathers Near.

MAN ACCUSED OF FORGERIES 
CALLS CARNEGIE A RELATIVE. 


J. H. Langdon, Under Arrest Here, Is 
Declared to Be a Swindler of World- 
wide Reputation. 


According to Detective Tod Hall of Balti- 
more, Md., who arrived here yesterday to 
take back tothat city J. H. Langdon, 26 years 
old, wanted on the charge of passing worth- 
less checks, Langdon is one of the cleverest 
forgers ever taken into custody here. It is 
said he has swindled men in almost every 
eastern city of importance and has operated 
also in Japan, Egypt, London, Paris, Berlin, 
and several other European cities by forging 
the names of Andrew Carnegie,, President 
Cassatt of the Pennsylvania rairload com- 
pany, and other prominent men.

He gained their confidence and it is said he 
secured a gold watch from the Aealey store, 
paying for it with a bogus check for 8215. 

He served a term in an Ohio prison for for- 
gery and was paroled and rearrested for vio- 
lation of his parole. Langdon pretended to be 
a relative of Andrew Carnegie. He will be 
taken back to Baltimore tomorrow.

FIREMAN RISKS LIFE TO SAVE 
BODY OF WOMAN BURNED. 


Capt. Joseph Schott Injured in Fire 
Which Causes Death of Mrs. Rose

of Mrs. Rose Mansfield, 65 years old, during a 
fire in the building at 335 Halsted street last 
evening, Capt. Joseph Schott of engine com- 
pany 5 suffered severe burns and narrowly 
escaped death.

Fire which destroyed the two story ware- 
house of the Radford Manufacturing com- 
pany, Twenty-second and Fisk streets, yes- 
terday afternoon threatened to spread to 
lumber yards adjoining. The flames were 
checked after one fireman had been injured 
and damage of $18,000 caused. 

The fire, which was of a puzzling origin, 
was discovered by a watchman shortly after 
2 o'clock. The fire for a time threatened 
three tanks of the People’s Gaslight and 
Coke company and a five story factory of the

‘Albuquerque, N. M., Oct; 21.—The worst 
bligzard since. the great storm of 1882 is 
general throughout New Mexico tonight. A 
high wind is bringing a general fall of snow 
and sleet throughout the Grand valley. Re- 
ports tonight indicate that losses to sheep 
growers will be exceptionally heavy. 

The storm began here about 7 o’clock yes- 
terday morning with a high wind, which rap- 
idly increased in velocity until by 9 o'clock 
the gale had reached the proportions of a 
hurricane. The wind carried dense clouds of 
sand and dust, followed by rain, which under 
the rapidly falling temperature developed | 
into sleet and snow. 

The snow is falling in blinding eddies to- 
night. Meager reports indicate that it is 
much more severe in the country. 

Telegraph and telephone service is almost 
completely shut off and rauroad traffic is 
delayed. 

Some minor damage bas been done in Al- 
buquerque, Las Vegas, Socorro, and smaller 
towns south of Albuquerque. 


Denver Street Cars Blocked. 

Denver, Colo., Oct. 2L—A general storm pre- 
vailed today along the eastern slope of the 
Rocky mountaine from Wyoming to New 
Mexico. Snow has been falling in Colorado 
almost incessantly for the last twenty-four 
It was still continuing tonight. 

Suburban electric lines have operated with 
difficulty, and railrodds have experienced 
delay in running trains. 

The storm extended to the western slope. 
In the valley around Buena Vista the snow 
lies two feet deep on the level. In the moun- 
tains throughout the state it varies from two 
to five feet in depth. | 

Twenty-two inches had fallen at Florence 
by nightfall. Apple trees heavily laden with 
fruit are breaking down. The roof of a build- 
ing at the cement works at Portland gave 
way under the weight of snow.

III MEN SWEPT 70 DRATE 


ONLY 49 ESCAPE OF 150 ON BARGE 
SWAMPED IN STORM. 
Survivors of Disaster on Florida Coast 
Tell Harrowing Story of Desperate 
Fight for Life in Raging Sea 
Hundreds Reported Dead in Salva- 
dor — Over 100 Drowned at One 
Point—Sulphur Water Belched from 

Voleano Destroys Town.

Key West, Fia., Oct. 21.—Survivors from 


one of the houseboats along the keys tell a 
thrilling story of death and destruction 
caused by the storm of Thursday. 

W. P. Dusenberry, civil engineer, in charge 
of the work on Long Key, who miraculously 
escaped death, arrived here on the russian 
steamer Jennie, with other survivors, says 
one houseboat, on which were 150 men, was 
struck by the storm at 5 o’clock Thursday 
morning and was driven out into the gulf. 
At 6 o'clock the houseboat began to break 
up, and the men, singly and in groups of 
two and three, were washed into the sea 
and drowned. 

Some went below for protection, but when 
the top of the boat was carried away the 
Waves rushed in, and the boat soon went to 
pieces, thirty or forty of the men being 
crushed to death in the collapse, the oth- 
ers grabbing timbers to save them from 
drowning. Engineer Dusenberry was in the 
hold, but gucceeded in getting a log and 
floated until Friday night. 


Men Washed to Death. 


On one piece of timber sixteen men were 
clinging and nine were hanging to another. 
The sides of the houseboat were crowded 
with men. It turned over three times, each 
time reducing the number. 

The Russian steamer Jennie sighted the 
wreckage and succeeded in rescuing the 
forty-nine men who were brought here. 
Three other steamers with searchlights were 
picking up dead and alive men when the 
Jennie left the scene. 

There was another houseboat with 150 men 
on board at Long Key, which Mr. Dusen- 
berry thinks was also swept to sea. There 
were in all ten boats at Long Key, mortar 
mixers, ate, and other boats engaged in 
the work. 

The 1 were furnished food and 
clothing from the East Coast railway com- 
missary here and were given medical at- 
tention, 


British Ship Rescues Several. 

Savannah, Ga, Oct. 21—The British 
steamer Alton, Capt. Bell, arrived in port 
today ‘with survivors of houseboat No. 4, 
which’ was engaged in building the extension 
of the Florida Dast Coast railroad to Key 
West.. The rescued men were bruised and 
torn in their ‘efforts to keep their hold upon 
the wreckage to which they had olung after 
the houseboat went to pieces. There were 
137 men on the houseboat at the time. It 
is believed that at least twenty lost their 
lives. The Houseboat broke up into rafts, 
and to these the survivors clung. 

Anxiety is felt for the yacht Jessie, belong- 
ing to Maj. Williams, which left Savannah 
yesterday with Gov. Terrell and wife as 
guests. It ie supposed here that the yacht 
reached St. Simons isiand before the storm 
broke, but the cable is down and definite in- 
formation is not obtainable. 


Steamers In with Storm Tales. 

New Orleans, La., Oct. 21.—Several storm 
beaten steamers, the first into this port 
from the hurricane district, arrived here to- 
day. Oneof them, the steamer Brattan, from 
Ceiba, brought news of a great storm in the 
Caribbean about simultaneous with the hur- 
ricane which swept Cuba and Florida. The 
steamer Homer, from Rio de Janeiro: cHen- 
arm Head, from Port Tampa; and the Ant- 
lian, from Liverpool via West Indian ports. 
all report having run intoa hurricane. They 
were nat damaged, but the Antillian was 
nearly thirty-six hours late. 


Hundreds Dead in Salvador. 


SAN SALVADOR, Republic of Salvador, 
Oct. 21—Telegraphic communication with 
interior points has been restored and news of 
the disaster wrought by the terrific storm 
which has ewept over the country is being 
received. Over 100 persons have been 
drowned in Coatepeque.

New York, Oct..21.—[{Special.]—A monthly 


| magazine for the blind, the first to be pub- 


lished in America, the second periodical of its 
kind in the world, is the benefaction for which 
Mrs. William Ziegler, widow of the late baking 
powder king, has supplied funds. Announce- 
ment of her charity was made today by Wal- 
ter G. Holmes, into whose hands Mrs. Zieg- 
ler has given the task of starting the publica- 
tion and distributing it free to all blind per- 
sons in the United States. 

The limited number of books that have been 
printed with raised characters are so expen- 
sive ‘as to be beyond the reach of thousands 
of poor folk, whose poverty is made the more 
unbearable by lack of sight. 

“ Ben-Hur,” for instance, which sells in de- 
partment stores for $1 or less, in type for the 
blind sells for $10.50. Other books that have 
been put into raised type are proportionately 
as expensive. The blind, shut out from the 
thousands of pleasures that come through 
the sense of sight, enjoy intensely the read- 
ing of books. So far little has been done to 
provide literature for the 70,000 blind persone 
of this country. 

The magazine will contain news of the day, 

short stories reprinted by permission from 
leading periodicals and contributions from 
blind readers themselves. Letters from in- 
mates of state blind schools all over the 
country, teliing of the work being done by 
them, will be one of the features. 


Hope for Circulating Library. 

It is not known what will be the annual 
cost of this magazine until it can be learned 
how many of the blind persons of the United 
States can read. The first estimate secured 
from a printing house on 10,000 copies a 
month was $60,000 a year, but this figure can 
be considerably reduced. 

It is hoped that. some other wealthy per- 
son may soon become interested in printing 
for the blind, and undertake a circulating 
library. Two hundred thousand dollars 
would start such a library in every state In 
the union,. giving books to each state to the 
value of about $4,000, 

The United States government takes books 
for the blind through the mails free of charge. 
Such a department could be operated through 
a public library in each state. 

Holmes today began his task of securing 
the names of blind persons who can read. 
He has to depend wholly on newspaper read- 
ers, whom he requests to send names of all 
blind persons they know to 1981 Broadway, 
New York. 

In applying to be placed on the magazine’s 
mailing list, Holmes said, they should state 
what type they read—whether “ New York 
point” or Braille —as it is likely the 
magazine will be printed in both. Theappli- 
cant may select either. 


Will Teach Reading Also. 

To blind persons who cannot read, the 
alphabet will. be furnished on application. 
With a Uttle practice they can be taught to 
read. 

Mrs. Zlegler . interested in this new 
charity through a letter which Holmes wrote 
to @ newspaper complaining that the blind 
were neglected. At first she preferred that 
her name be not made public, but finally she 
was prevailed on to let it be known in the hope 
that other persons of wealth might aid in 
| goftening thé lot of the sightless. 

Holmes said to day that he felt that this was 
one of the greatest works of charity that had 
been undertaken. | 

In many respects it will do more actual 
good than all the millione that are being spent 
on libraries for the seeing.“ he said. They 
can purchase cheap newspapers and books, 
but the blind have little literature at their 
command and are extremely eager for it.“

LET OS KILL SHAW'S PLEA 


ALSO LET US SWEAR, HE URGESIN 
RAP AT COMMANDMENTS. 


Dramatist Declares Use of Strong Lan- 
guage Is a Necessity, and Should 
Not Be Condemned—Marriage Con- 
tract he Would Havre For Bettes 
or Nothing“ —Deelares Worship of 
Mammon Should Be Taught to 
Every Child Early. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
LONDON, Oct. 21.—George Bernard Shaw, 
lecturing in Manchester on the Ten. Com- 
mandments,” said he had been thinking them 
over and was surprised to find that instead of 
being safe rules of conduct they were ex- 
tremely dangerous. 

That one: Thou shalt not swear,’ said 
Mr. Shaw, is too painfula subject for me to 
dwell on. Being an Irishman, I have sworn 
more than most Englishmen. Englishmen 
eat their words more than Irishmen a and 
that is probably because they obey the second 
commandment. Swearing is a safety valve. 
Do not swear too much, but when you feel 

that you must do something violent, swear. 

And, ‘Thou shalt not kill.” Why not? 

My owWn opinion is that we don't kill enough 
people. We confine our killing too much to 
foreigners. There are people in every com- 
munity who ought to be killed. Every citizen 
every few years ought to be brought before 
a public board and asked to justify his exist- 
ence. If he could not make it clear that he 
did as much for the community as the com- 
munity did for him he should be sent to a 
lethal chamber.“ 

Mr. Shaw described the marriage contract: 
“For better or worse as completely im- 
moral, for, he said, all contracts ought to be 
for better and nothing else.“ 

He also objected strongly to the command- 
ment, Thou shalt have no other Gods before 
me. They were told in another part of the 
game volume they are not to worship mam- 
mon. He admitted he was a worshiper of 
mammon. Money, he held to be the most im- 
portant thing in the world and all the evils 
extant due to the fact that children are not 
taught that from the earliest years.

But 1 ag have to swallow this 


HALL DRIVERS it STRIKE, 


NEW POSTOFFICE CLERKS’ UNION

Trouble, Over Mule Nearly Ties Up

The new postoffice clerks’ union has been 
iput to the test and has demonstrated that it 
is in full harmony with the world of organized 
labor.

The test came in an unusual situation earlg 
yesterday morning, when all but two of the 
teamaters. employed to haul the mails be- 
tween the postoffice and railway stations 
went on strike. At the time there were many 
wagon loads of mails in the federal building. 
The morning fast mail trains were due to 
leave in a few minutes. 
Determined to get ue sacks to the trains if 
| possible, the,postoffice management resolved 
to impress a number of clerks into the service.

Mule Causes the Strike. 
The drivers’ strike in itself is not without a 
humorous aspect. It was called because ofa 
grievance connected with the mule that helps 
the wagone up the incline out of the subway 
under the federal building.

Ever since the department got into its new 
structure it has been necessary to have he 
mule help haul the wagons out of the tunnel.

The president has 
ordered Attorney General Moody to defend it. 

The situation of women and children en- 
gaged in work has enlisted the warm sym- 
pathy of President Roosevelt. For the 
former, who are or will be th thers of our 
future citizens, he wants adequate protective 
legislation, and for the citizens of the next 
generation, who the children of today will be, 
he wants not only protection but restrictive 
legislation that will prevent stunted bodies 
and insure the education of brains. 

The president himself will suggest no rem- 
edy, for he regards this as a matter which 
belongs primarily to the states, but it is 
known he favors the bill introduced at 
the last session appropriating $300,000 to 
be expended by the bureau of labor in 
an exhaustive investigation. With the facts 
officially collated and made known to the 
whole country, the president is confident that 
the removal of these great evils will be ac- 
complished readily. 


Columbia to Set Example. 


As a step in guiding the states, which Ray- 
mond's investigation showed to have such 
widely divergent laws, the president will seek 
to have a model law passed for the District 
of Columbia. 

It is the expectation of President Roose- 
velt that congress will pass a new immigra- 
tion law early in the coming session. Had 
he had his way such a law now wauld be on 
the statute books. But Speaker Cannon was 
obdurate and it went over, 

Both houses passed bills, which now are in 
conference. The conference committee will 
assemble as soon as congress convenes in en 
endeayor to reach an agreement. 

Pressure for and against the bills and their 
various provisions have been exerted by 
steamship corporations, religious bodies, etc., 
ete., but the president will insist that it be 
disregarded and only public interests sub- 
served. 

The president is in favor of the exclusion 
of Chinese coolie labor, but advises that 
courteous. reception and treatment be ac- 
corded Chinese business and professional 
men and students. Carrying out his instruc- 
tions, Secretary Root has begun the negotia- 
tion. of. an immigration treaty with the 
Chinese government. This treaty will define 
more. particularly than did the old one the 
classes of Chihese which shall be entitled to 
free admission.. Codlies will not be granted 
entrance on any terms. 


Injunction: Writ Vexes Greatly. 


President Roosevelt and labor are disagreed 
on, one principle which the latter regards as 


vital that is, the extent to which the writ of 


injunction’ can. be employed in labor dis- 
putes. The American Federation of Labor 
contends that the existing law, intended to 
protect property rights, has been perverted 
so as to attack and destroy personal free- 
dom, and, in a manner, to hold that the em- 
ployer has some property rights in the labor 
of the workman. 

The president, will not agree to any legis- 
lation prohibiting the issuance of a writ in 
labor . disputes, nor will he go farther than 
to regulate the procedure by requiring that 
due notice be given adverse parties. The 
facts will determine the question of! due 
notice,“ and the latter, in hig judgment, 
should not be used as a pretext to permit 
‘violations of the law or the jeopardizing of 
life or property. 

It is confidently expected that labor win 
abandon’ its extreme position and a satis- 
factory compromise will be the outcome. 

The coming session will last only three 
months, but it will be productive of legisla- 
tion of great benefit to labor and to the people 
at large if the president has his way.

The governor gracefully. accepted the re- 
fusal and after speaking a word or two with 
the ex-senator sat down. Mrs. Burton passed 
on to her table and sat ddwn with her back 
to the governor. 


Claims Right to Choose Friends. 

Mrs. Burton's reference to the failure of 
the governor to exhibit signs of friendship 
when they might have been of benefit is be- 
lieved to concern the refusal of the governor 
to make a senatorial appointment to suit Bur- 
ton when the latter resigned.

HAVANA, Oct. A.- Gov. Magoon visited 
the national insane asylum this afternoon 
and discovered a deplorable state of affairs 
there. One thousand six hundred and sixty 
persone of both sexes are crowded into filthy 
and dilapidated bulldings with a capacity for 
400 persons only. They are sleeping on 
broken cots, relics of the last American oc- 
cupation. Congress made an appropriation 
to enlarge the asylum, but the money never 
was expended. 

Similar to Spanish Days. 

The conditions today are little better than 
under Spanish control. Gov. Magoon will 
take steps to erect additional buildings and 
remedy the abuses.

New York, Oct. 21.—[{Special.J—A Polish 
immigrant girl two monihs in this country 
made her escape from a disorderly house in 
the neighborhood and killed herself at noon 
today by leaping from the roof of a four story 
tencment at 282 West Fourth street.

She said between sobs she came from Rus 
sian Poland two months ago. Her name was 
Annie Kaska. She had left her old father 
and mother, promising to save all her money 
and send for them soon. At the battery she 
was met by a man who said he would get her 
a good pice to work.

She was not permitted 
to keep a cent and a letter from home told 
her that her old father and mother were 
starving and begged that she send for them.

Stanislaw Lesinak, 36 hours old, discovered 
yesterday that the world is not all gray ashes 
and slag and coal dust. He came into the 
realization of a world of white—a world of 


| white walls and white linen and white capped 


nurses. With his mother, Catherine Lesinak, 
Stanislaw had been taken in a police ambu- 
lance from the strange hovel, half cave and 
half hut, which his father had made for him 
to be born in, and was safely ensconced in 
the South Chicago hospital. 

They are both doing beautifully,” said 
the nurse in whose charge they had been 
placed, and the father, who had been looking 
starvation and death in the face for ten days, 
smiled, for better fortune had come to him, 
too. 

Late in the afternoon he left his wife and 
child and was shown the way to the police 
station, where he told to a friendly sergeant 
who could speak Polish the story of how he 
came to dig out with his hands a shelter in the 
“dump” at Ninety-<fifth street and there 
establish his wife on a bed of burlap. 


Story of an Immigrant. 


It was a common story with an uncommon 
ending—a bit of the stern realism of Amer- 
ican immigration. Anton Lesinak is not more 
than 25 years old. Seven weeks ago, with 
his young wife, he left his home in Aus- 
trian Poland and came to America. Neither 
knows a word of English, but an agent in 
New York told them of the great cotton 
mills at Bayorine, N. J., and there they went, 
full of enthusiasm for the great, new coun- 


For a time all went well. Anton got a 
job,“ two rooms were secured in a Polish 
boarding house, and the two decided they 
were going to be happy. Then came a strike 
and Anton went out with the rest. 

I don’t know what it was about,” he said 
through his interpreter, “ but they wouldn't 
let me work. And then girls got our jobs. 
The girls make more money there than the 
men and they drive the men out.’’ 

Somehow Anton managed to get transpor- 
tation to Chicago. He had heard of the great 
steel mills and that there were many of his 
countrymen at the shops, and that girls did 
not get the jobs.“ 


Arrive Here Without Money. 

When the two arrived their money was 
gone. They knew no one and had no idea 
where to apply for shelter. So they wan- 
dered from place to place, getting food from 
the dump,“ which they discovered on the 
first day, and again and again Anton tried 
and failed—to get work at the steel milla. 
Then he dug out his shelter where Policeman 
Craigin found him and his child. |

It does not seem probable,’ said Schuet- 
tler, that Nicholas, who has lost one leg 
above the knee, and has not full use of the 
Other, could have overpowered Mrs. Leslie. 
There was absolutely nothing in the room 
where she was found to indicate a struggle.” 

Nicholas, who had no money when he left 
the hotel and carried $40 when arrested, 
stated that he had met a friend who owed 
him $46.

2822 of the new law. 
are shared by many other large local ship- 


pers. 
High Hopes Are Dashed. 
“When the new lav went into effect,” 
this traffic manager continued, most ship- 
pers thought thet their troubles with the 
railroads were over. They have been dis- 
ilusionized. Nobody questions that the com- 
mission means well. The trouble is its mem- 
bers, not being practical traffic men, don’t 
know their business. While they are grop- 
ing about trying. to grasp the situation the 
railways are getting more money out of the 
— of shippers and the public than ever 
fore. 
The railroads no longer can give rebates 
or free transportation. They should com- 
pensate the public by reducing rates. On 
the contrary, they are raising them, and the 
commission is doiug nothing to stop it. 
“Take the commission’s attitude toward 
the controversy over the sum of local and 
through rates when the former was lower. 
The railroads have taken the position that 
they have no right under the new law to 
give the shipper the benefit of the sum of 
the locals when it is less than the published 
through rate. Shippers hold that when the 
sum of the local rates is less than the through’ 
rate the through rate is palpably extortion- 


ought to make a ruling which in every case 
would automatically reduce the through rate 
to the sum of the locals.' The shippers are 
supported in their view by the commission's 
own decision in the Hilton lumber case 


Commission’s Weak Ruling. 
“The commission, instead of taking the 
bull by the horns and prohibiting the roads 
from charging a through rate higher than the 
sums of the locals, has ruled that until Dec. 
31 they may reduce the through rate to the 
sums of the locals on one day's notice if they 
choose. This is taken to indicate that after 
that date the published through rate will pre- 
vajl. If that is true, it means a permanent 
raise in the average freight rate all over the 
United States which will add millions an- 
nually to railway revenues. 
An Illustration of the disposition of the 
roads to take antagt of every technicality 
ig their action in arbitrarily rdising switching 
charges in Chicago. They claim they had to 
do it-to conform to the new law. Shippers 
can’t see that the new law has anything to do 
with the matter, but they can see that their 
bills or switching have been increased to the 
tune of $1,000,000 a year. 
“A fine evidence of the commission's in- 
competency is the ruling it proposes to make 
requiring every initial line to publis&i its own 
tariffs instead of publishing them jointly with 
otber lines through the traffic association. 
If that ruling is made it will increase by ten 
or twenty times the number of tariffs the 
large shipper will have to consult constantly. 
It will increase the expense of publishing 
rates enormously and, of course, the shipper 
finally will have to foot the bill. 


Disputes and Delays. 


The new law, or at least the construction 
put upon it by railréads and countenanced 
by the commission, is tending to aggravate 
the traffic congestion. It has happened re- 
peatedly that after we have got a car loaded 
a difference has arisen between us and the 
railway regarding the rate which the ship- 
ment should pay under the new law, and the 
shipment has been delayed while we have 
disputed. The same thingis happening every- 
where. 

“The action of the commission in asking 
the railroads to appoint a committee of traffic 
experts to enlighten it regarding the making 
and publishing of tariffs is a confession on 
its part that it is incapable of solving the 
hard problem presented toit. It is all right 
for it to get expert advice regarding matters 
of which it is ignorant, but why did it not 
seek some of its advisers among the traffic 
experts employed by shippers? 

“The power conferred upon the commis- 
sion to reduce rates has been looked to as a 
remedy for extortionate charges. It may

LOOKS BLACK FOR THE CROWS. 


Winnebago County Sports Seek to Re- 
duce Ranks of the Unwelcome 
Birds+Hunt Planned. 


Bloomington. III., Oct. 21.—The fall hunt for 
crews in Winnebago county will be held the 
last week of October. It is desired to line 
up every hunter in the county and make a 
united onslaught upon the unwelcome birds. 

The sportsmen of Winnebago county 
launched a movement last spring jn favor of 
a bounty of 10 cents for each crow killed, the 
money to be taken from the fund of the state 
game commission, end which is secured from 
hunters’ licenses. State Game Commissioner 
J. A. Wheeler opposed this idea, claiming 
that the offering of such h bounty would not 
decrease the number of the black birds. 

The Winnebago county enthusiasts are now 
preparing to lay their ideas before the legis- 
lature, believing that the Illinois lawmakers 
will try to compel the game commissioner to 
eet aside a portion of the fund for 4 crow 
bounty.
